REARMING OF 
GERMANY 


Chief Rabbi's Plea 


to Government 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


An appeal to the British Govern- 
ment to use its influence to prevent the 
rearming of Germany was made by 
the Chief Rabbi, when he spoke at 
the consecfation of the National 
Standard of the Association of Jewish 
Ex-Service Men and Women, at the 
Golders Green Synagogue, London. 
on Sunday. The Government was 
represented by Mr. Harold Wilson, 
President of the Board of Trade. 

In his address Rabbi Brodic said that 
men meeded great faith and moral pur- 
pose at this time of uneasiness, Particu- 
larly did this apply to ex-Service men 
and women. who were banded together 
loser good comradeship and patriotic 
virtues The war aims and peace aims 
which had sustained Servicemen during 
the darkest days of the war should noi 
be forgotten now. At the moment a 
sense. of frustration and menace scemed 
to render the war aims futile and the 
peace hopes a disillusionment 


“A Morally Guilty Nation” 


Five years had passed since the Nazis 
were deleated. he weni on. he post- 
war world as anticipated was far from 
being realised. The unity of former allies 
was broken. The former enemy, a morally 
guilty nation, cymical and unrepentant. 
was courted by the East and West and 
wked to consider bedecking itself with 
armaments Thé martyrdom six 
milton Jews and thousands of men and 
women of other faiths was seemingly 
wnored.

tutional safeguards under the Declara- 
non of Human Rights, the right to main- 
tain their autonomous religious, educa- 
tional, and communal! tax-gathering insti- 
iumions. and the right to transfér the 
proceeds of property sales to Jewish 
owners who have emigrated to Israel.

Egypt Refuses to Play Israel

VIENNA 

The Egyptian women’s table tennis team 
refused to play Israel in the Corbillon Cup 
of the world championships at Vienna 
on Monday. The men’s team later refused 
to’ play Israel in the Swaythiing Cup. 

Captain Amin Abuhail, of the Egyptian 
team, put the refusal down to the state 
of war with Israel. The Israeli captain, 
Yitzchak Varde, regretted that political 
conflicts were allowed to imterfere with 
peaceful sports competiuon. 

Plavers from East European countries 
have referred to the Egyptian attitude as 
“ race discrimination.” 

The organisers of the tournament are 
dealing with the matter. I have been 
informed by Mr. Ivor Montagu, President 
of the International Table Tennis Federa- 
tion, that. the Federation has been 
requested by the Egyptian team to ask 
Cairo for permission to play agains 
Israel He hopes the dispute will be 
settled peacefully. 

The Israeli women arrived late for the 
tournament owing to bad flying weather, 


- and had to forfeit many matches. 


In the cae oe Cup Israel won 5-0 
against Greece but lost to Czechoslovakia 
0-5, to U.S.A. 0-5, and to India 3-5. 


‘DISCRIMINATION IN EASTERN EUROPE ALLEGED

LAKE SUCCESS 
The Jewish Labour Committee on 
Wednesday filed a complaint with the 
United Nations alleging that the East 
European States had discriminated 
against their Jewish minorities by 
refusing them the fundamental human 


rights. 

The Committee, an American ofgani- 
sation established to combat antisemitism 
and to assist Jewish and non-Jewish 
labour institutions overseas, is to make 


further representations to Mrs, Eleanor 


Rooseveh, Chairman of the United 
Nations Human Rights Commission. | 

At the same time, the United Nations 
Secretariat has, in reply to a question- 
naire semt to memyber-States on behalf 
of the U.N. Sub-Commission for the 
Protection of Minorities, received Notes 
from the Hungarian and Soviet Govern- 
mems denying that there is any dis- 
crimination against minorities in their 
countries. 

The Hungarian Note emphasised thai 
the Government has outlawed discrimina- 
tion against Jews and has provided for 
their “complete economic, _ political, 
and cultural rehabilitation,” 

h the Hungarian and Soviet Notes 


cited the Constitutions and Criminal 
Codes of their respective countries, which 
make the propagation of religious or 
national discrimination punishable by 
imprisonment, In a national emergency, 
says the Soviet Note, this offence is 
punishable by shooting. 

It will be recalled that the Jewish 
Labour Conference, at its annual confer- 
ence in New York recently, alleged that 
there was “ widespread antisemitism " in 
Russia, which had “ practically wiped out 
Judaism "’ in that country. The Commitice 
also claimed that an underground organi- 
salion operating in Eastern Europe has 
rescued about 1,000 Jews from behind 
the Iron Curtain.

CLASHES 


Armed Bands Cross 
From Jordan

Israeli army units this week fought 
a two-day battle against bands of 
armed Arab irregulars who crossed 
the Israel-Jordan frontier near the 
Hartov-Beit Jibrin road, south-west of 
Jerusalem. Several hundred men were 
involved in the clashes and the Arabs 
were eventually driven back across the 
border. : 

The Isracli authorities have filed a 
strong protest with the Mixed Armistice 
Commission and with the Jordanian 
Deputy Chief of Staff, who on February 
1S agreed to prevent infiltration by 
reguiar or irregular Arab units 

The first incident occurred on Monday 
when an Isracii Army truck siruck a mine 
placed on the road. Early the following 
day, another Army vehicle was blown up. 
four soldiers. one of them 
senously. Israch Army units then scourcad 
the area and encountered strong forces of 
Arab irregulars. 

An Isracli Army spokesman said here 
on Wednesday that the authorities regard 
as serious the deterioration of the security 
position in the past few days.

RELEASE OF WAR CRIMINALS 


Foreign Office Reply to 
A.J.A. Protest 


By a JewisH CHronicce Reporter 


The British Foreign Office has sent 
a reply to the protest made by the 
Anglo-Jewish Association about the 
release of Nazi war criminals. 

The President of the Association, the 
Hon. Ewen E. S. Montagu, C.B.E., K.C., 
who was in the chair at Tuesday s meet- 
ing of the Council of the A.J.A., at 
Woburn House, London, stated that the 
report of the Foreign Affairs Committee, 
which had been unanimously approved 
at the previous meeting, had been sent 
to the Foreign Office. That report had 
strongly criticised the release of major 
Nazi war criminals and had taken strong 
objection to remarks made by the British 
High Commissioner in Germany, Sir 
lvone Kirkpatrick. 

A letter had been received from the 
Foreign Office, on behalf of the Foreign 
Secretary, stating that the Foreign Office 
recognised the anxiety felt not only in 
the Jewish community but by many other 
people, following statements by Ameri- 
can and British authorities in Germany. 

Referring to a statement made by the 
President of the Board of Deputies on 
February 18, Mr. Montagu said that as 
the Association was working for peace 
in the community he was not going 
to refute Dr. Cohen's inaccuracies in the 
Statememt. There was, “however, one 
point of which the community had to be 
aware, Dr. Cohen was seeking for the 
applause of the Board, and his method 
was unfair, and in his submission, even 
dishonourable. 

Dr. Cohen, the President continued, 
had stated that the Board did not resent 
criticism, but resented a consistent cam- 
Paign of disparagement not always 
scrupulous. He had gone on to state that 
Jewish had printed 
inaccurate articles on the Board, and the 
Association had based criticism on the 

on these articles. 
The position was that Dr, Cohen had 


mentioned io him two pages in the 
Jewish MONTHLY, not in the way of 
complaint but with the suggestion that 
before the A.J.A. criticised the policy 
of the Board they should visit the weeks 
tary of the Board to make quite sure 
they understood the motives of the 
Board's policy. He dthe President) had 
replied that that was obviously the right 
thing to do. That conversation took 
place last April and no complaim had 
since then been made against the Jewisu 
MONTHLY. 

The President added that he hoped 
that the community would realise that 
the A.J.A. was sincere in its desire to 
stop that bickering. It hoped that at the 
next meeting of the Board Dr. Cohen 
would not bring any more charges against 
the Association, and that the two bodies 
would be able to co-operate wherever 
possible 

Mr. Rowland Landman, submitting the 
report of the Foreign Affairs Committee, 
said that Professor Norman Bentwich. 
O.B.E.. had agreed to undertake prime 
responsibility for the work of the A.J.A. 
on the Consultative Council of Jewish 
Organisations.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


The Spirit of 
Compromise 


A DISTINCTIVE part of the 


Jewish genius is to find a 

middie way in human affairs. 
It is, no doubt, an aspect of the strong 
sense of justice which was one out- 
come of the study of Law. But this 
deep respect for compromise is due 
also to a dislike of stereotyping faith 
and conviction in a fixed and rigid 
form. | 

In practical life a sense of balance 
between extremes is constantly met 
with in Jewish thought, from the days 
of Ecclesiastes, who said so strikingly : 
“ Be not righteous Overmuch ; neither 
make thyself overwise ~ (vii, 16). We 
find examples of this heahng sanity 
and tolerance of outlook in_ the 
balancing of joy with sorrow, the 
claims of this world and the next, of 
pride and humility, of reason and 
emotion, of the claims of the indi- 
vidual and the State, of the demands 
of the study of the Law in relation to 
those of the world. 

Compromise is a reconciliation of 
opposites. The spirit that prompts it 
is a recognition of conflicting jdeas 
and opinions, and the belief that they 
can be reconciled to one another. But 
it demands something of even greater 
importance: a faith that truth lies, 
more often than not, between two 
extremes. Perhaps the only other 
outlook upon life, besides that of the 
Jewish people, which has shown this 
faith, is that of the British. Perhaps 
that is one reason why the Jew has 
for centuries been so happy and so 
secure in England. The spirit of 
compromise is of the verv essence of 
government in this country. What 
the British judicial system owes to the 
Jewish idea of justice can never be 
exaggerated or overlooked. 


"THE determination of thosé many 

peoples joined together ‘against 
aggression under the United Nations is 
the most impressive example in the 
world to-day of the belief in com- 
promise. Spiritually, politically, and 
not merely biologically, the union of 
opposites is the source of life. If-the 
stronger merely fights the differences 
in the weaker and overcomes them, 
civilisation is defeated. We are back 
again in the primitive state in which 
each man took what he wanted, and 
survived only if he had the power to 
do so. A _ return to barbarism is 
unthinkable. Yet the only hope of 
avoiding it to-day is to make the spirit 
of compromise in international affairs 
the test of civilisation. 

In national and international affairs, 
in the private relationships of man 


with man—and woman—the spirit of 


compromise is the finger pointing to 
peace, understanding, and happiness. 
What of matters of religion? Little 
attempt has been made to settle dif- 
ferences. Among all religions except 
Judaism there has long existed the 
gravest objection to it, because each 
has been held to enshrine the Truth. 

Even in Jewish life and _ belief, 
understanding and unity are regarded 
as almost. unthinkable between 
universalism and nationalism, between 
Orthodox and Liberal sections of the 
Jewish people. No kind of search 
after truth can exist at all for those 
who believe that there is only one 
form of truth—their own. 


T is not required of any man that 

he should © surrender cherished 
beliefs: but the most vital are held 
in common by all. It is for the most 
part in the lesser things that opposi- 
tion is most violent. Many admire 
the spirit which refuses to com- 
promise. Of such are the war-makers, 
the narrow self-seeking and self- 
sufficient Philistines of our own as of 
every age. 

The Jew, it is true, has never been 
taught that truth and goodness were 
his exclusive possession. Yet each 
religion has again and again proved 
false to jts loftier teachings. 

So far as Israel and Jewish example 
are concerned, the Jew has in him the 
heritage and the power even to-day 
to point the way to the Kingdom of 
God on earth. The spirit of com- 
promise—like everything else that is 
human—may lead men astray. But 
there is no other device of human 
relationships which can achieve more 


towards the goal of freedom, truth, 


and love among the children of the 
One Universal Father, who alone 
knows the Ultimate Truth,

* PEOPLE OF THE BOOK”

The Rev. Dr. A. Cohen, President of 
the Board of Deputies, gave an address 
on “The People of the Book,” at a 
reception given in his honour by the 
Harrow and Kenton District Synagogue 
Cultural and Social Centre, 3. Vaughan 
Road, Harrow, on Sunday. Mr. H. G. 
Wilks presided. 

In an historical survey the speaker 
illustrated the important contribution of 
“ The Book ” to the life of the Jewish 
people. A most important lesson to be 
learned from the past, he said, was that 
the preservation of the Jewish people did 
not depend solely on the numbers living 
in the land of their fathers.

People of the Book.” was still deserved.

BATTLE DRILL PIONEER 


The important contribution played by 
Major Lionc! Wigram in the foundation 
of the new system of battle drill training 
adopted by the British Army early im the 
war was referred to in an article in THe 
Times of last Saturday Major Wigram 
was killed in action early in 1944, at the 
age of 37, while leading a detachment 
of Italian regulars on the Eighth Army 
front, A captain in the Territorials—he 
was a solicitor by profession—he was 
inspired by a report written by Genera!

CZECH AMBASSADOR TO INDIA 


The Czechoslovak Ambassador in 
Dethi. Dr. Bohuslav Kratochvil, who has 
left his post mm dramatic circumstances 
and is now on the way to this country, 1s 
well remembered in London where he 
spent two years as Ambassador to the 
Court of St. James. His sympathies for 


. the Jewish people in his country are well 


known. He had helped many Jews during 
the vears he was-incarcerated in German 
prisons for underground activities. On 
returning to Prague after the liberation 
of the aty Dr. Kratochvil found that-the 
Jewish wife of his best friend was a 
widow without any living relative. Her 
husband had been. executed, and her 
friends and acquaintances had been 
gassed. She herself had spent four years 
in various labour camps, had been ill- 
treated and threatened with death in a 
gas chamber. Dr. Kratochvil marned her 
and in June. 1948, a son was born to 
them in London. Good-looking, tolerant, 
well informed on imternational affairs, 
Helen Kratochvil made her Embassy in 
Grosvenor Place one of the leading 
nlaces for the exchange of news and 
views, as well as for almost unequalled 
hospitality. 

CONSTITUTIONAL SUGGESTIONS 

That insatiable researcher into consti- 
tuuional matters—national as well as com- 
munal—Mr. Edward F. tw. has, in a 
paper he read on Wednesday before the 
Grotius Society. at Lincoln's Inn. 
produced some further interesting ideas. 
His paper is entitled “ The evolution of 
the Commonwealth since the Siatute of 
Westminster.” and in it he traverses the 
changes that have occurred m the Empire, 
now the Commonwealth. since the 
Statute was adopted in 1931. One of the 
ideas Mr. Iwi puts forward is that, when 
the Sovereign is absent from the United 
Kingdom, instead of being represented 
here by Counsellors of State appointed 
under the terms of the Regency Act 1937, 
he Should be represented by a “ Gover- 
nor General of the United Kingdom ” 
almost analogous to the similar officials 
in, say, Canada and Australia. Another 
idea is that the term “ Empire Day ” is 
now outmoded and should be superseded 
by “Commonweakh Day,” to be cek- 
brated on December 11, the date of the 
Statute and also of the accession of the 
present King—which would be a fitting 
day to announce the New Year Honours 
A point Mr. Iwi makes is the strength 
of the Briush Constitution, arising from 
the fact that it is an unwritten one. He 
does not say so in his paper, but I 
believe he would like to draw the atten- 


tion of Israeli would-be constitution- 
makers to this precedent.

LIVERPOOL TO NORWOOD 


Mr. E. S. Conway's transfer from the 
headmastership of the Liverpool Hebrew 
Schools to that of the Jewish Orphanage, 
Norwood, follows a remarkable and 
happy tradition. Two previous head- 
masters of these Liverpool schools also 
went from that city to the same post at 
Norwood. One of them, Mr. M. Kaye. 
who is now in his 80th year. tells me that 
he well remembers the auspicious day 
when, as a pupil at the Liverpool school, 
he was appointed pupil-teacher and 
started on the educational career which 
led to his becoming headmaster. first at 
that school (1902-1910), and then at 
Norwood (1910-1936). The man who 
gave him his first appointment was 
Abraham Raphacil, who was headmaster 
at Liverpool from 1877 to 1890. and at 
Norwood from 1890 to 1910. I feel that 
it must be a great encouragement to Mr 
Conway to be following in this notable 
succession of headmasters from Liver- 


pool to Norwood.

SHORTCOMINGS OF 
MINISTERS 


The Rev. I. Levy’s 
Strictures 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The Rev. I. Levy, Senior Jewish 
Chaplain to the Forces, strongly 
criticised the Anglo-Jewish Ministry in 
an address to the Jews’ College Union 
Society last week. The Principal, Rabbi 
Dr. L. Epstein, the President of the 
Board of Deputies, the Rev. Dr. A. 
Cohen, and members of the College 
academic staff were present. Mr. Alan 
Corré presided. 

Speaking on “Reflections on the 
Anglo-Jewish Ministry.’ Mr. Levy said 
that ministers felt that they had almost 
reached the golden age as the result of 
the negotiations with the Hon. Officers 
of the United Synagogue. The ministers 
would be able to show that they 
were able to do practical work and had 
initiative and creative ability. Yet could 
they be sure, he asked, that the Anglo- 
Jewish ministry was wihout blemish ? 
He had personally found that there were 
weak nesses. First, students of the 
ministry should know what were the 
practical problems and ‘tcchnicalities of 
the ministry. Otherwise they would fall 
me the traps which were waxing for 
them. 


Some Failings 
He went on to list the shoricomings of 
some ministers un@er the following 
headings : 


Unpunctuality: Ministers had no right 
to come late to services. They were not 
So unpunctual at weddings as they were 
Some munuisters 
who were known at Jews’ College as “ the 
late Mr. ” still retained that unenvi- 
able name. 


Siovenliness: Was there any reason, 
he asked, for a minister to appear in 
public umidily dressed ? That made 
peaple ashamed that he was their spiritual 
leader 

Carelessness: There was too much 
carciess, reading of the services and a 
lack of adequate preparation of the 
sermons. People talked a lot of non- 
sense, because they had not thought out 
their theme. Also, there was no reason 
why they shoukd make mistakes in 
En lish 

Must members of the 
ministry be so unpleasantly tactless ? he 
asked. “ Even if we hold a dignified office 
in the community must we be so swollen- 
headed?" He suggested that every minis- 
ter should regularly read the late Rev. S. 
Singer's article, “ Where the Clergy Fail.” 

speaker criticised ministers who 
wrote AKetubot carelessly and even mis- 
spek the names. Ministers, he suggested, 
should appreciate that they could learn 
from the laity as the laity could learn 
from them. Ministers were the world’s 
worst listeners They did not. think 
enough and did not learn enough. 

The ministry,” he concluded, “ is 
sull one of the most honourable profes- 
sions in the community. If we are the 
guardians of Judaism and of the Torah 
we must be worthy of the charge.”

RELIGION & REASON 
Lord Samuel's Address 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


An address on “Does Religion 
Stand to Reason ?”™ the second of a 
series of lectures arranged by the Lon- 
don School of Religion, was given by 
Viscount Samuel, at the Institute of 
Education, University of London, on 
Tuesday. Sir George Schuster 
presided. 4 

Lord Samuel said that the spirit of 
man in the presemt age had been under 
a great pall of uncertainty, imsecurity, 
and scepticism. It was undoubtedly truc 
that when the ordinary man was con- 
fronted with the vastness of-the universe, 
as now revealed. he stood appalled. The 
picture of the universe given to them by 
science, the factual universe which they 
perceived, physical and mental, could not 
be all that there was. kt was not a closed 
sysiem. It was not self-created. It did 
not explain itself. Evidently there must 
be something clsc. 


Limitations of Science 


Science, he continued, which rightly 
would not accept without proof, would 
also not deny without disproof. lt 
be sceptical, but MH would not deny oO 
one could say how it was that all or 
any matter, energy. ideas, life. mind, or 
God could exist at all. Here they passed 
beyond the range of human faculties, 
imagination, speculation. inference. They 
had nothing to work upon. To persist 
would be to waste their labour When 
science stopped, philosophy and religion 
might go on. They might feel sure. that 
there was much that was waiting to be 
discovered. From the known they might 
infer something of the nature of the 
unknown. All through the ages they had 
often been asked to believe incredible 
things. But that outside science there 
should be nothing to be believed—that 
would be the most incredible thing of al! 

In his observations on the subject of 
reason and conscience, Lord Samuel! said 
that if reason might err, and no one 
denied so might ‘conscience. was 
sometimes said that religion ought to be 
regarded as transcending reason: that to 
give. authority to reason degraded 
religion. But was there any question of 
degradation ” Many thinkers of deep 
religious feelings had held the oppositc 
view.

Mr. T. F. Coox, Under-Secretary for 
the Colonies. in Parliament last week 
deak with the position of holders of 
Palestine Government Bearer Bonds.

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Obituary 
DR. MOSES FRIEDEBERGER 


Dr. Moses Friedeberger. educationist 
and pioneer Zionis, died in London 
recently in his 8%h year. 

An authority on the development of 
the child mind, he also specialised 
in phonetics. He was educated at uni- 
versities in Germany, and after coming 
io Engiand served for some years at the 
Jews’ Deaf and Dumb Home, as a lec- 
turer to teachers of the deaf, and con- 
ducted researches into, and wrote books 
on, problems of feeble-minded children 
and speech training. In 1909 Dr. Friede- 
berger was appointed director of the 
Austrian General Jewish Deaf and Dumb 
Institute in Vienna, a position he held 
ull 1927, when he returned to London. 

Shortly before his death he completed 
a work entitied “Audible and Visible 
Speech.” 

Since the early days of the Zionist 
movement Dr. Friedeberger was one of 
its staunchest supporters. In 1906 he 
was President of the London Zionist 
League. which had Sir Francis Monte- 
fiore. Mr. Hernert Benhiwich. and Mr. 
Joseph Cowen as. Vice-Presidents He 
‘ook an active mterest in communal! 
affairs, wnchuding synagogue work, serv- 
ny at one ume on the Board of Manage- 
mem of the St. John’s Wood: Synagogue 


RABBI AARON KAPLIN 


Rabbi Dr. |. Epstein writes: “ Rabbi 
Aaron Kaplin. who died in London last 
week. at the age of 74, was a remarkabie 
Talmudis. who was complciely at home 
alike mm the Babli and Yerushaimi. Born 
in Russia. he was taken as a child by 
his parents ta Jerusalem, where his father.

KASHER MEALS 
SERVICE 


Serious Financial Position

A deficit of between £6,000 and £7,000 
m the finances of the Kosher School 
Meals Service was reported at a specially 
convened meciing of representatives of 
Synagogues in the metropolis and Ladies’ 
Guilds, held at Woburn House, London, 
last week. The chairman of the organi- 
sation, Mr. Alfred Woolf, presided. 

The Chief Rabb: made a strong appeal 
for communal support for the organi- 
sation. He asked whether it was not a 
disgrace that they, the big London 
community, were at that moment feeding 
only 1,500 Jewish children, when they 
knew that there. were 
children who aitended non-Jewish schools. 
It was scandalous, he said. that ‘no 
provision had been made for ° those 
children to have a kasher meal. even when 
headmasters were prepared to. offer 
faciliues for the installation of a special 
kasher kitchen 


ANTISEMITISM NOT DEAD 
IN BRITAIN

Equalny of citizenship without regard 
lo race, SCX, rengion, colour. ofr political 
Opinion was one of the subjects dis. 
cussed at a “ Conference on the State of 
Civil Liberties in Britain,” convened by 
the Nationa] Council for Civil Liberties. 
at the Battersea Town Hall during the 
week-end 

Opening the debate, Mr. J. Clarke said 
that as long as there were ofgahisations 
which openly preached race hatred. anti- 
semitism could by no means be con- 
sidered dead in this country 

Speakers from the floor demanded that 
the U.N harte: of Human Righis 
which the Britssh Government had a so 
signed, should be put into effect, and 
that, mm ithe schools, more emphasis 
should be put on the equality of races 

The “Commission on Equality of 
Citizenship "" stated in its report (which 
was unanimously adopted), inter alia, that 
no new evidence on the question of anu 
semutism had been put before the con- 
ference, “ but we consider that there is 
no the sirehtest justification for com- 
placency, and consiam vigilance must be 
exercised to scotch any recrudescence of 
antisemitism, no matter on how small a 
scale. 


JEWS’ WAR’ EFFORT IN 


MIDDLE EAST

Some 30.000 Jewish soldiers served in 
the Middle East during the crucial period 
of 1941-43, said the Rev. |. Levy. Senior 
Jewish Chaplain to the Forces, in an 
address at the Old Boys’ Club, Mile End 
Road, London, on Monday. 

[The speaker, who had served in the 
Middle East as Chaplain during that 
period, said that the Egyptians had grown 
rich from their exploitation of the British 
soldiers. In contrast, .the Palestine Jews 
worked wonderfully for the Allied war 
effort, and the exploits of Jewish soldiers. 
especially those who were dropped behind 
the enemy lines in North Africa. consti- 
tuted one of the epics of the war. 


THE TEN COMMANDMENTS

All the evidences which have induced 
modern scholars to suggest a !aic date 
for the Decalogue are not valid. The fact 
that the Coiwmandments were broken is 
no indication that they had not yet been 
promulgated. The absence of any refer- 
ence to circumcision in the Decalogue is 
no proof that the latter was recent——as 
some scholars would have it: on the 
contrary, this may be proof that the Ten 
Commandments are earlier than the 
invasion of Philutines (circa 1200 
the only ancient people of the Holy Land 
who did not practise circumcision. On 
the whole, it may be assumed that the 
great ethical Commandments, which are 
the basis of modern civilisation, are a 
Mosaic institution 

These were the conclusions stated in the 
course of a public lecture delivered recently 
at the University of Cambridge by the 
Rev. Dr. H. Rowley, Professor . of 
Semitic Languages and Literatures at the 
University of Manchester. Professor Row- 
ley was Officially invited by the Faculty 
Board of Oriental Langua of the 
University of Cambridge, and the lecture 
was attended by a large audience of dons 
and students, especially of the Faculties 
of Oriental Languages and Divinity.

RELIGIOUS CONCEPT 
OF ISRAEL 


Rabbi Dr. A. Altmann’s 
Address

To speak of a conflict between State 
and religion in Israel was to apply a 
term and conception borrowed from 
the Christian tradition and completely 
alien to Judaism. said Rabbi Dr. A. 
Altmann, in an address to the London 
Jewish Graduates’ Association, on 
“ The Religious Concept of Israel,” at 
the Anglo-Israeli Club, on Monday. 

According to the religious concept, said 
Dr. Altmann, Israel constituted a sacred 
biological uni of all descendants of 
Abraham. That concept was expressed 
in a profound mystical faith in the 
destiny of Israel as a unique people. 

Rationalists, he went on, were shocked 
whenever the uniqueness of the Jews as 
the chosen people was emphasised. Even 
in the learned. columns of Tue Jewisn 
CuHronicLe that point of view was 
expressed, apparently in order to main- 
tain the democratic character of the 
paper. 


Guardians of Judaism 


In Jewish history, he continued, there 
were some philosophers and sects who 
wanted to liberate themselves from the 
dinim or to adant them to what they 
considered the chaneed conditions of the 
Jewish peop'e. The Ornhodox quardians 
of Judiism. however. held the view that 
a change im the basic laws of the Torah 
mieht aker the whole concept of Israc! 
and the spirttual physiognomy of | the 
Jewish people 

The real problem of to-day, Dr. 
Altmann concluded, was not that of the 
political relationship between religion 
and State. but the problem of a renewal 
of Jewish reheion, which should be 
brought into full contact wah all spheres 
of culture and life, and should take due 
accoumt of all. developments within 
society.

BACKGROUND TO THE 
ISRAELI CRISIS 


Mr. Gershon Agron’s Views 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Mr. Gershon Agron, who is relin- 
quishing his post as Director of the 
Isracli Government Information Ser- 
vices. arrived in London last week to 
assist the Joint Palestine Appeal cam- 
paign in this country. 

Commenting on the Government crisis, 
at a press conference held last Friday 
at 77. Great Russell Street, London, 
W.C.1, he said that 
it turned on two 
points: the refusal 
of the Religious | 
Bloc to recognise 
the network of 
schools 
maintained by the 
Histadrut ; and the 
attitude of the 
Religious Bloc to- 
wards the enlist- 
ment of women for 
the Defence Forces 
or, alternatively, for 
work of social and 
national im por- Mr. Gershon Agron 
tance. 

The objection to the conscription of 
women was. he stated, “ brand new.” 
For neither the Rabbinical authorities 
nor the groups which now composed the 
Religious Bloc had. ever previously 
voiced any objection—indéed, some had 
even given their blessing during the 
Second World War to Jewish gitls who 
enlisted in the British A.T.S. in what 
was then Mandatory Palestine. 


Not Against Jewish Law 


There was nothing in Jewish law, Mr. 
Agron insisted, to prevent Jewish girls 
from doing service in essential social or 
nationa: instilullons 

The present conflict, he said. involved 
the whole problem of religious liberty 
But surely, he added, religious liberty 
also meamt liberty not to be religious. 

In answer to the question whether 
there was anv possibility, after the elec- 
tions, of a Right Wing Coalition of 
General Zionist, Cherut, and the Reh- 
gious Bloc, Mr. Agron poinied out that 
such a coalition had been formed during 
the elections for mayors in several 
municipalities, notably Jerusalem. On 
the other hand, there was an influential 
minoriiy within the General Zionist 
Movement which dreaded any coalition 
from which Labour might be excluded.

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THE CRISIS IN MOROCCO 
Effect on Anglo-French Relations 


By JON KIMCHE 


_ Lonpon, Wednesday 

The only thing certain so far about 
the reported troubles in Morocco is 
that neither the versions published in 
Cairo nor those in Paris tell the 
accurate and whole story. The French 
have an impressive record of mis- 
handling this type of situation. and 
their bland denials that anything at 
all serious js happening in North 
Africa are hardly convincing. 

The Arab countries have. however. 
published their own inflamed versions 
which have again started the type of 
agitation that has been dormant since 
the end of the Palestine fighting. At the 
outset. therefore. the local issue in 
Morocco has been overshadowed by inter- 
national complications. It has in par- 
ticular affected Anglo-French relations. 
and it ts now putting the British attitude 
to the Arab League to a crucial test. 

The immediate cause of the trouble in 
Morocco is the strong-arm policy which 
General Juin has adopied in bringing the 
Sukan of Morocco to heel. He forced 
the Sultan to disown the Nationalist 
istiglal Pany. and so prevented an 
alhance in Morocco which would have 

oduced an early and open conflict 

ween the French and Moroccan 
nauionalism. 

It & too soon yet to judge whether the 
upheaval which this policy has created in 
the Arab States and in international rela- 
tions between France and its Western 
allies will prevent the crisis altogether. 

The Arab League—and the Egyptian 
Government, which holds that it has a 
special position as protector of the North 
Aincan Arabs-—has already sought the 
intervention of the British and United 
States Governments. in fact. the familiar 
methods used in the conflict over Palestine 
are again being employed. Only this time 
™” French have taken the place of the 
cws 


American Approach 


The United States have already gingerly 
approached the French Government with 
1 suggestion of moderation in Morocco. 
The Foreign Office has been greatly 
embarrassed by this siluation. No one 
knows better than the Foreign Office 
officials how strong are the dormant 
suspicions m the Quart d Orsay about 
Botush machinations against the French 
in the Middle East and North Africa. 

Any British intervention at this stage 
would arouse French suspicion. - On the 
other hand, a British refusal to intervene 
will create sti] more difficulties for Britain 
in Egypt and the Arab States at a time 
when the Foreign Office is busy mending 
the broken fences 

The French had. publicly expressed the 
hope that with the passing of the Pales- 
tine conflict it would be no longer neces- 
sary for Britain to back the Arab League 
in its North Alrican activities, and that 
Anglo-French understanding would now 
be possible on Arab affairs. 

It is feared now by the British Govern- 
ment that General Juin’s strong hand 
may have struck much more severcly 
than Paris admits. Even if the tales in 
the Arab press about the shelling of Fez 
are exaggerated. the situation its thought 
be sufficicnily scrious to make Britrsh 
inactivity impossible. 

Thus Anglo-French differences may 
again be hardly avoided and this, at a 
time of sudden crisis m Persia, with the 
Arab League States excited and inflamed. 
with a Government crisis in Isracl, and 
no Government in France, makes the 
whole Middle Eam situation more 


unstable than it has been for a long time. 
It is thus the by-product of the Moroccan 
crisis that worries the British far more 
than the immediate outbreak, about 
which details are still awaited. 


ARAB LEAGUE PROTEST 


The Foreign Office is studying a pro- 
test handed to Sir Thomas Rapp, head of 
the British Middle East Office in Cairo, 
by Azzam Pasha on behalf of the Polii- 
cal Committee of the Arab League. 

The memorandum protesis under three 
heads against the practice of the Sudanese 
Government of allowing ‘planes flying 
from South Africa to Israel to land and 
refuel in Khartoum, against the alleged 
presence of an Israel; Trade Mission in 
the Sudan, and against the existence of 
trading relations between the Sudan and 
Israel. 

The Foreign Office is still considering 
whether the protest requires a reply as 
the British Government does not recog- 
mise the legal standing of the Arab 
League—as distinct from the Egyptian 
Government—in the matter of the Sudan. 

Meanwhile, the Sudanese Government 
has announced that there is no Israeli 
Trade Mission in the Sudan. but the 
Egyptian Government has nevertheless 
s“opped the export to the Sudan of motor 
cars and spare parts to the value of 
£200,000. on the grounds that they may 
be re-exported to Israel.

Record Prices Paid

Jafla oranges and grapefruit are fetch- 
ing record prices in this country. Owing 
to a combination of circunisiances§ the 
prices now being realised are the highest 
ever known in the history of the trade 
some shipmenis have made 60s. a box 
Average prices to-day, approximately 
half-way through the season. are 46. per 
case. When lI interviewed Mr. M. Levin. 
manager of the London office of the 
Israeli Citrus Marketing Boafd. in his 
office above. Covent Garden station. he 
told me that all the indications were that 
prices wou'd stay firm for the rest of the 
season 

The carly shipments. in December. he 
said, showed a sever©rt loss. and the first 
300,000 cases brought only between 27s 
and 30s. a case. Since then a further 
600,000 cases have been sold al prices 
which brought up the average to the price 
paid by the Ministry of Food last vear. 

Israeli growers hope to ship to the U.K. 
before the end of the season another: 
1.000.000 cases of Shamu oranges, 
200,000 cages of Valencia oranges, and 
250.000 cases of grapefruit. While the 
presem high prices may not be fully 
maintained. Mr. Levin said. there was 
not the slightest danger of a return to 
the earlier catastrophic prices. The fruit 
was in good demand and there was no 
accumulation of stocks ‘A 

Paradoxically the grower ~~ strike 
in January. when no fruit was picked for 
a month because of a dispuic wuh the 
Israel) Government over subsidies. gave 
the trade a boost in the British market, 

However. by far the most important 
factor contributing to the present good 
prices is the all-round excellence of this 
season Truit. 

This country is still far and away 
Icrael’s best market for citrus producis, 
said Mr. Levin. He would bracket 1 
with Eire if that country could consume 
enough quantsies.

ANTISEMITISM and the means of fighting 
it seem recently to have receded into the 
background of the public consciousness. 
An anxious national and _ international 
situation has naturally overshadowed the 
urgency of some domestic Jewish problems. 
There has been a welcome lull—it would 
be unsafe to go further—in the overt activi- 
ties of some of the antisemitic agitators. It 
may also be that there is a closer identity 
of outlook between some of the bodies 
operating in the field of defence. Little has 
been heard recently of the differences 
between the Board of Deputies and the Asso- 
ciation of Jewish Ex-Servicemen—both are 
now closely occupied with German rearma- 
ment, postponed, if not disposed of, though 
that question be. In the past we have urged 
that serious study be given to modern 
methods of propaganda and recent develop- 
ments in the field of mass psychology, so 
that the campaign against antisemitism can 
be directed scientifically rather than senti- 
mentally. It is, indeed, gratifying to note 
that to-day there is less disposition to indulge 
in the kind of militancy which takes the form 
of thoughtless hitting back at provocatively 
calculated attacks. 


In other ways some of our well-known 
institutions and leaders are giving hostages 
to our enemies: this is not:an age when it 
can be assumed that the bearers of respon- 
sible office, lay or ecclesiastical, always weigh 
their words or consider their consequences— 
many of them seem to spend so much of 
their time speaking that they can have 
scarcely any time for the equally important 
occupation of thinking. Whether, in a posi- 
tive sense, there has been any fresh thinking 
on the means of counteracting antisemitism 
is at least open to doubt, although the article 
that we publish from Mr. Meyer LEVIN on 
the opposite page may suggest a limited new 
line of approach. In this field no relaxation 
of effort can be envisaged: the fresh hard- 
ships which the country is being called upon 
to undergo may give our enemies oppor- 
tunities for which they are at present 
preparing themselves. Our American 
coreligionists have had to give more serious 
and continuous thought to the question, and 
of late there has been some: stocktaking in 
American Jewish organisations of their 
methods and approaches in the fight against 
antisemitism. Some of them are reviewed 
by Professor Davip RIESMAN in a. recent 
article in COMMENTARY. Professor RIESMAN 
is particularly concerned with a fashionable 
form of militancy—namely, the “ pressure- 
group” tactics, which, following a pattern 
well known on the -American scene, 
Jews have come to use, as other American 
groups do, to suppress manifestations which 
they consider harmful, such as the show- 
ing of the “Oliver Twist” film or a 
visit from a musician with a Nazi record. 
such aS FURTWANGLER. He is concerned 
equally with the futility of the dreary piety, 
filled with platitudes about unity, amity, 
democracy, and so on; by which Jews, failing 
to see that it is their very. difference which 
may be worth while, offer to the American 
public a world in which all are “ really” 
alike. 

Space does not permit us to examine 
Professor RIESMAN’S arguments ; but, despite 
the difference in the sociological pattern, we 
regard them as worth careful study in this 
country. His plea to Jews not to spend too 
much of their lives as anti-antisemites doubt- 
less represents a reaction to a phenomenon 


with which we in England are beginning to _ 


be familiar. As the lives of Jews have 
emptied of the old sanctities, the void has 


been filled with new forms of expression— 
campaign Judaism, gastronomic Zionism, 
and, in some cases, over-acute Jewish defence 
consciousness. One recalls that it was PHILip 
GUEDALLA who said that “the answer to 
antisemitism is more Semitism.” Perhaps 
an examination of Professor RIESMAN’S 
thesis may convince our leaders that a most 
potent weapon in the struggle against anti- 
semitism is a community of Jews who are 
conscious of their heritage and responsi- 
bilities and, being at peace with themselves, 
are more likely to remain in honourable and 
peaceful relations with their neighbours. 


AUSTRIA AGAIN 


More than once we have had to draw the 
attention of the Jewish public to attempts 
to whittle down the justified claims of 
Austrian Jews for the restitution of their 
property. While it would be too much to 
say that all is well now, some of the most 
dangerous attacks on restitution in Austria 
were thwarted in time. There is, however, 
one matter in regard to which no success 
has yet been achieved: the question of 
pensions for Austrian refugees. Naturally, 
the number of refugees with a claim to a 
pension is much smaller than the number of 
Austrians who are entitled to restitution of 
their property. But that does not affect the 
justice Of their claim. It is not only former 
Civil Servants among the Austrian refugees 
who are entitled to pensions. A considerable 
number of employees of banks, insurance 
companies, and business concerns had, 
previous to the Anschluss, paid regular 
contributions to. the Austrian Employees’ 
Insurance Board (Anegestellten Versicherungs 
Anstalt), and had thus secured a legal claim 
to a pension. The Board is still in existence, 
but by a legal quibble it has deprived 
refugees of the benefits to which they are 
entitled. Special regulations provide that 
anyone who has acquired a_ foreign 
nationality automatically loses his rights, as 
do also Austrian citizens residing abroad 
without the special permission of the 
Board. In practice this permission § is 
always refused. Such regulations are 
entirely unjustified in view of the fact that 
the victims had to choose between leaving 
Austria or being sent to a. concentration 
camp and finally to the gas chambers. Those 
who did leave were deprived of their citizen- 
ship, and they certainly cannot be blamed 
if they endeavoured to acquire another 


‘nationality in their country of refuge. 


Neither can. they be blamed if they do not 
now wish to leave the lands in which they 
and their children have managed to establish 
themselves in order to return to a country 
where their relatives and friends have been 
murdered.. By refusing these people the 
pensions they have earned, the Austrian 
Government, through its Insurance Board, 
is trying to profit from the misdeeds of the 
Nazi régime. 


ESSAY IN PHYSICS 

VISCOUNT SAMUEL has been appropriately 
described as a polymath in the best sense 
of that word. The many-sided learning of 
this vigorous octogenarian is_ illustrated 
afresh in the two lectures which he has 
delivered to the newly established London 
School of Religion. Still another indication 
of his comprehensive learning is afforded 
by his latest book, “Essay in Physics ” 
(published by Basil Blackwell, price 7s. 6d.). 


This book deals with matters lying in 


the province where physics and _philo- 
sophy meet and overlap. It includes a 
lengthy letter from the author's friend, 
Professor ALBERT EINSTEIN, who comments. 
from the standpoint of the Theory of 
Relativity, on some of the problems dis- 
cussed in the essay. Among the matters 
into which Lord SAMUEL inquires are activa- 
tion, waves, particles, momentum, gravita- 
tion, the mechanism of motion, and quiescent 
energy. He writes with such lucidity, how- 
ever, that he makes these subjects compre- 
hensible even to the general reader. For 


. example, in the chapter on momentum, he 


takes his illustrations from such varied 
phenomena as the movement of the balls in 
a game of billiards, the straining of a pair 
of horses to start a heavily loaded wagon, 
the throwing of the hammer at the Olympic 
Games, the experiences of a straphanger 
travelling by the underground railway, and 
the earth's rotation round the sun. Perhaps 
most fascinating of all is his Biblical illus- 
tration of the incident of Davm and 
GoLiaTH: “And David put his hand in his 
bag, and took thence a stone, and slung it, 
and smote the Philistine in his forehead ; and 


the stone sank into his forehead, and he 
fell upon his face to the earth.” Lord 
SAMUEL posits this question: “ What hap- 
pened between the place where Davip was 
and the place where GOLIATH was, and 
between the time when the stone left the 
sling and the time when it struck the 
Philistine, so that he was stunned and then 
killed? The answer which Lord SAMUEL 
gives to this question is one of the many 
delights that await the reader of this book. 


SMALL COMMUNITIES 


CONTEMPORARY life is effecting drastic 
changes and shiftings of population, which 
have their repercussions on Anglo-Jewry as 
well as on the nation as a whole. This fact 
is illustrated by a review on this page of a 
new book, “ East London,” which conveys 
by its title a far wider meaning than it would 
have done a generation ago. term is 
used by its author to designate not only the 
inner Metropolitan boroughs but also the 
outlying and newer boroughs in Essex. It 
is a far cry from Whitechapel to the new 
London County Council estate at Hainault, 
yet this represents the extent of recent Jewish 


migration. The closing down of the Poplar 


Synagogue after nearly 50 years’ association 
with the United Synagogue (as reported at 
this week's Council meeting of that body) is 
a forcible reminder of changing conditions. 
Many difficult social problems are created 
by the sudden transplanting of populations 
to new districts, and in the case of Jews 
these problems are still further increased by 
specific religious considerations. It seems 
likely what the number of small Jewish 
communities will continue to multiply. 
Evacuation during the last war led to their 
formation over a wide area, and several of 
them have survived down to the present time. 
The dispersal of population from London 
and other great cities is required by national 
planning, and this public policy receives 
additional urgency through the threat of 
atomic warfare. Some aspects of this 
problem are discussed in a recent publication 
entitled “Small Towns,” by L. E. Wuarre 
(published by the National Council of Social 
Service, price 3s. 6d.). The author points 
out that official recognition has already been 


. given by the Ministry of Town and Country. 


Planning to the designation of a considerable 
number of small towns in the Home Counties 
as “ reception towns ™ to house people from 
the crowded central areas of London. Some 
of these towns already have small Jewish 
populations and others are sure before long 
to include a certain proportion of Jews 
among their inhabitants. Both present needs 
and future developments call for the orgamt- 
sation of a centralised scheme for looking 
after the religious welfare of scattered and 
isolated Jewish communities. 


SYNAGOGUE ACCOMMODATION 


IN contradistinction to the problem of 
aiding the small provincial communities, we 
are confronted with the dearth of synagogue 
accommodation in some of the crowded 
Metropolitan areas. It is true that this 
shortage of seating accommodation for 
synagogue members usually obtrudes itself 
only at the Yomim Noraim, each autumn, 
but it none the less deserves serious con- 
sideration. At this week’s Council meeting 
of the United Synagogue, the Report was 
approved of the Special Committee on 
Accommodation for High Holy-day Services. 
The committee found that acute shortage of 
accommodation exists in three types of 
area: (1) where there has been a change in 
the locality due to the disappearance of large 
private houses and the erection of blocks 
of flats, leading to an increase in density of 
the Jewish population; (2) where a syna- 
gogue is called upon to serve a greater area 
than was originally contemplated and 
greater than can be efficiently served by one 
building ; (3) in new residential areas where 
there has been a recent influx of Jewish 
population. Among the synagogues which 
have specially acute difficulties in providing 
accommodation for their members are the 
New, St. John’s Wood, Golders Green, 
Hendon, Hampstead Garden Suburb, Finch- 
ley, and Edgware. It is becoming increasingly 
difficult to obtain accommodation for mem- 
bers even at overflow services. The Finchley 
Synagogue at the last Holy-days transferred 
all its services to a large local cinema, with 
a seating accommodation of over 2,000. 
Sometimes the erection of additional or 
larger synagogues may be the ideal solution, 
but the Report recognises that with the exist- 


ing building restrictions this can be only a 


long-term policy...

EAST OF ALDGATE 


East London. By Ropert Robert 
Hale (The County Books Series). 15s.

Topography would be dull if it confined its 
description of places to their present-day 
appearance. The facade js often less interes- 
ting than the history behind it. While Mr. 
Robert Sinclair explores, in this book, a large 
part of the twentieth-century London that js 
east and north-east of Aldgate, he is for the 
most part concerned with explaining the forces 
which moulded it in the past. He goes back 
even to the dim ages indicated by flints 
unearthed in Hackney Downs and Stoke 
Newington Common. Spanning a period of 
two thousand years that started with the arrival 
of the Romans, who, it seems, began the high- 
way that was to become Whitechapel Road, the 
writer takes us through successive waves of 
invasion and immigration, through destruction 
by fire and disease, and through social and 
industrial revolutions. 

The survey has a fine sweep and an astonishing 
array of historical detail. lt culminates in the 
squalid and insanitary East London of the Vic. 
torian era during which the greai-grandparents and 
grandparems of living Londoners erecied most of 
the buildings that are seen to-day. The people of 
that time—who included “ verminous paupers, gib- 
bering foreigners. and comfortable artisans.” and 
many who “ried to guide the community besides 
enduring « “—-were, says Mr. Sinclair, the actua) 
forebears. of about a quarter of the Greater Lon- 
doners of to-day. There has been a consiani urge 
to escape from the district, and it has not been 
restricted to any particular section of the popula- 
tion. 


Seventy-two Square Miles 


A disinction which the author makes beiween 
inner and outer East London should be explained 


here. Inner East London includes the five boroughs 
of Bethnal Green. Poplar. Stepney, Shorediich, 
and West Ham. whose populations have halved in 
20 years. Many of the residents have moved to 
omer East London. Hford. wiih a population that 
has risen in 26 years from 85,000 :o 180,000. js 
“ the colossus of the outer zones.” and Beconirec 
and Dagenham are two other districts that have 
attracted many newcomers. The East London wih 
which the book deals is. it will be seen, a very 
large city. It has a million and a half peopie. 
occupies 72 square miles. and comprises |) 
boroughs. 

Considering that these boroughs include Hackney 
and part of Soke Newington, where are gathered 
what is probably the largest number of Jews in any 
one district in this country—a rough estimaic is 
between 40.000 and 50.000—Mr. Sinclair's passing 
reference to them of only five lines seems very 
scant. unless one concedes that their growth is of 
comparatively recem date. Certainly he devoies 
many pages to the “ East End ” Jews. both in the 
past and the preseni—by “East End” is mean 
“the area of about three square miles lying jus: 
bevond Aldgate and Bishopsgate which is his: 
toricatly associated with severe conditions ... 
the term was invemed about 1880." And whai he 
has to say. whether of Jewish virtues or faults, is 
said with much understanding. Of communa) dis- 
like as between Jews and Christians, he 1s of ihe 
opinion that, pending more research into the 
psychology of xenophobia, we are handicapped * by 
the lack of evidence other than our own dislikes.” 
But he expresses the view that. on the Christian 
side. most of the animus is broadly cOmmercia) in 
origin. and he speaks of a snobbish middie-clas 
attitude Jewish families who, at the ihey 
became Anglicised. acquired the only conventions 
of speech and manner available in what was then 
the “ East End.” 

Mr. Sinclair's contrrbution to the history of the 
Metropolis makes a learned and readable book. 


which would have been even better for a lie 
more planning of its form. It is well illustrated 
by maps and full-page photographs. 

WAR CRIME 


The Velpke Baby Home Trial. Ediied by Grorce 
Brand With a foreword by Professor H. Lauter- 
pacht. William Hodge. 18s.

The stark horror of the story unfolded by the 
report of this trial is in itself a justification for 
its publication, because it serves to remind the 
civilised world of the war crimes of Nazi Germany 
The foreword by Professor Lauterpacht stresses. 
with the authority of that mosi distinguished 
exponent of International Law, how these horrific 
offences were a violation of Article 46 of the 
Regulations annexed to The Hague Convyenuion 
No. IV of 1907, which provides that “ family 
honour and rights, individual lives and privaic 
roperty, as well as religious convictions and 
liberty. must be respected.” The editor has wriiten 
a lengthy and mos valuable introduction. 

In obtaining slave labour, the Germans found 
that children and, above all, babies were a drag 
on the labour production they needed from those 
imported from the East. They declared marriages 
among the labourers to be apt. This did not 

revemt the birth of children. The Nazis set up 4 

aby ‘Home in Velpke village to which babies 
were forcibly taken from their mothers within 
hours of their birth. The babies were placed in 
charge of a woman devoid of any knowledge of 
child welfare, who was assisted by a few incompetent 
foreign young girls. The children within a short 
time were starving, unclean, bitien by bugs, covered 
with sores, and died within a very short time. 
From May to December. 1944, sap the existence 
of ihe so-<alled Home, 96 infants died. The accused 
were charged with killing by wilful! neglect. 
of the accused were hanged, one was sentenced 10 
ten years’ iaprisonment, one io fifteen years, and 
three were found not guilty

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A JEWISH POET 


Collected Poems of Philip M. Raskin. 
New York: Bloch Publishing Co. $3.50.

The name of Philip Raskin is probably 
best known to Anglo-Jewish readers at 
the present day through one or two of 
his poems which a r in the late Dr. 
Hertz’s “ Book Jewish Thougits.” 
Many will welcome the opportunity now 
afforded by this comprehensive collection 
of his poems of becoming more fully 
acquainted with the work of one who 
sang with rare sweetness the songs of 
Zion in the English mngunge. | 

A native of Russia, Philp Raskin 
came to England in 1897 at the age of 
19. He settled in Leeds. where 
earned a meagre livelihood but devoted 
all his leisure time to Zionist and literary 
work. As a representative of Leeds 
Jewry, he atiended most of the Zionist 
Congresses, and he regularly contributed 
the feature “ Brief aus England” to Dre 
Weir. In 1910 his first collection of 
Yiddish poems, with a foreword. by 
Sholem Aleichem,. was published by 
Joseph Porton, of Leeds, printer and 
friend. At the same time. acquired 
such a complete mastery of the English 
language that he was enabled to contri- 
bute some fine poems to THe Jewisn 
CHRONICLE, and to the encouragement 
which he thus received he himself 
attributed his later success. In 1914 
his first volume of English poems, 
“ Songs of a Jew.” with a foreword by 
Israe! Zangwill, was published in London. 
He emigrated in 1916 to New York, 
where he lived until his death in 1944. 
With the exception one book of 
Hebrew poems Tzafrivim.” 1939), the 
several volumes of poetry which he 
published in America were all written in 
English. 


Prolific Writer 
Raskin was a remarkably rolific 
writer and this collection shows that his 


output could sometimes become too 
facile. No doubt he was determined to 
express the full range of his ability— 
notwithstanding the handicap of foreign 
birth and upbdringing—to clothe his 
meditations in the -medium of English 
verse. This volume comprises 
Jewish themes: translations from the 
Hebrew and Yiddish: and general lyric 
poems. It is in the first two of these 
sections—and they occupy a compara- 
tively small part of the book—that he 
witers his own distinctive and significant 
message. As he himself declares: 
If my blood had mourished any other seed. 
I might have piped a tune on a kelife-carved 
reed, 
An urchin-shepherd by a quiet rill, 
Summoning his shepherdess down a twilight 
hill ; 
But being what | am. Jew. and ghetto-born, 
Il hear the distant sound of Messiah's horn 
And my song is a clarion-peal, sharp and 
shrill. 
Calling the Redeemer down the Zion hill, 
When Raskin sings of the sorrows and 
hopes, the faith and ideals, of the Jewish 
people, his words immediately sirtke 
heme because of their direct and simple 
poignancy. In his more impassioned 
utterances on the agony of European 
Jewry and the Zionist promise of redemp- 
tion, he reveals the true source of his 
poetic inspiration. 


FINANCING PEACE 


Peace by 
Javits. 


Investment. BENJAMIN

Blueprints for world peace have been 
numerous since the end of the Second 
World War. Few, however, have had the 
breadth of conception or the freshness of 
outlook of this book. The canvas 1s 
broad, its theme is the utilising of as 
much money to win a world peace as was 
used to win a world war. The mathe- 
matics of the plan are initially simple. To 
industrialise underdeveloped nations to a 
point where “ they can begin to benefit 
from the twentieth century's forward 
sweep of science and invention,” would 
need investment of $1,000 per person, or 
a total of two trillion dollars, over the 
next half-century. A vast sum, it 1s (ruc, 
but only the same as spent, im Six years 
of the Second World War, on slaughter. 

The finance is envisaged as gigantic 
industrial credits, initially extended by the 


United States, and later supplemented by - 


potent members of the British Common- 
wealth and the Continent. Such money 
is not alimony, nor yet philanthropy, but 
just “ good business.” Mr. Javits deals 
progrensyed with each of the world’s 
problem centres. He takes his readers 
from Britain, “ planning for poverty, 

through the Soviet, France, Italy, Ger- 
many, Greece, Turkey, China, Argentina, 
and Israel. Calling Israel “ the catalyst 
of the Middle East,” the writer backs 
it as “the best possible in a world of 
gambles.” He sees the city of Haifa as 
the potential Detroit-Pittsburg-New 
York ” of Israel. The blueprint formula 
of $1,008 per person over a 50-year period 
is “ especially applicable to this country, 
Populated by an admittedly large percen- 
tage of dependable, resourceful people. 


OUR OWN IMAGE IN AMERICAN LITERATURE 


PORADICALLY we become dis- 
turbed about the Shylocks and 
the Fagins in classic literature. 
Attempts are made jn some American 


school systems to keep “Oliver 
Twist nt and “The Merchant of 
Venice” out of the classrooms. But 


there seems to be little realisation that 
the same antisemitic prototypes are 
being proliferated in American litera- 
ture to-day—and often by. Jewish 
wrvters. While the Jews in the classics 
have at Jeast a remoteness in time, the 
Jews in modern novels are accepted 
by their readers as typical of the Jews 
around them to-day. 

_ The circulation of such material has 
increased recently through the 
development of the mass distribution 
of novels in 25-cent reprints. These 
books are published in editions which 


Start usually with 200,000 copies, and 


some of them achieve many such 
editions, reaching millions of non- 
habitual readers. The reprints are 
sold on sex-and-sensational appeal : 
no matter what the subject of the 
novel, the cover has a lurid picture of 
a half-naked girl. 


Innocent Intentions 


Of course not all novels are equally 
successful in this market: the 25-cent 
publishers have ransacked the back- 
title lists of the last three decades 
for those books that are susceptible 
tO popular promotion. And among 
them are a half-dozen novels dealing 
with Jewish life. It is distressing that, 
despite the innocent intentions of the 
authors, several of these novels are 
propagating and perpetuating to a 


ae 


mass audience the mythological por-. 


trait of the Jew otherwise found in 
frankly antisemitic literature. It is 
true that the Jew in the modern novel 
does not have the hooked nose and 
the long beard of his prototype. But 
in character he is the same devil 
portrayed in Der . SrUERMER—the 
grasping, unprincipled business-gang- 
ster lusting after Gentile girls. 

The .most unfortunate example is 
the notorious Harry Bogan, of Jerome 
Weidman'’s “IT Can Get It For You 
Wholesale,” and its sequel, “ What's 
In It For Me?” You can easily pick 
out Harry in the slot-machine win- 
dow, a dark-browed Jew-boy leering 
at a half-draped dress model. 

Weidman's two books have been 
the subject of stormy discussion since 
the first appearance of “I Can Get

It For You Wholesale” in the mid- 
thirties. So strong was the feeling 
about their antisemitic potentialities 
that the original publishers, Simon 
and Schuster, withdrew the second 
volume from sale shortly after it had 
appeared. However, the reprints are 
now reaching millions of readers. 
The Weidman novels are actually 
cartoons, in the so-called hard-boiled 
school identified by terse dialogue and 


Meyer Levin is an American author 
and journalist who was born in 
Chicago in 19058.

unilinear characterisation. The cen- 
tral figure ts an ambitious young man 
who catapults himself into the dress 
business in New York, getting his start 
by betraying a delivery-bovs union. 
Harry cheats his partner, steals, lies. 
violates every business code, and gets 
to the top. Sole redeeming quality— 
he loves his old Jewish “ mama ™ for 
her home cooking! Eventually, in 
the second volume, Harry is taken in 
by a clever stage girl who leaves him 
stripped and ruined. So it is a moral 
tale; the crook gets punished. But 
there cannot be the slightest doubt 
that this duo of novels confirms for 
any antisemite the dominance of those 


horrible characteristics which he 
believes to be Jewish. 
No doubt Mr. Weidman intended 


his books as novels of social criticism : 
such types as Harry Bogan exist, 
among Jews as well as among non- 
Jews. If a book of this sort could 
be published only in Israel, let us say. 
there could be no question that it 
would be corrective rather than 
damaging. 

I should perhaps be 
criticise Mr. Weidman, for when “I 
Can Get It For You Wholesale ” first 
appeared, my own book, “ The Old 
Bunch.” was criticised as not always 


the last to. 


showing Jews in the most favourable 
ight. But a calmer judgment has 
proved that the balance of characters 
which | sought to provide did make 
itself felt, and that very few of them 
could be thought of as a discredit to 
a people. 

| feel that a writer has to take into 
accoum the possible effect of his 
work; although he is stimulated by 
reality, he must be careful to produce 
a balanced portrait rather than an 
over-intense reaction to some one line 
of stimulation. It seems to me that 
the potential damage in such works 
as the two Weidman volumes is in 
the very concentrated and unrelieved 
nature of his portraiture. Bogan has 
so much vitality that he absorbs the 
whole attention of the reader. 

For another 25 cents one may buy 


virtually the same story, placed 
against a Hollywood instead of a 
Manhattan background. Bud Shul- 


berg’s “ What Makes Sammy Run” 
substitutes the film business for the 
dress business. We have again the 
violently ambitious young Jew hurt- 
ling himself into an industry, stealing 
ideas, betraying friends, advancing by 
hook or by crook. There is a little 
more pretence of sociological inten- 
tion here. but the residue is the same. 
And a few more million people are 
handed a story that confirms the 
antisemitic stereotype. 


Crime Novels 


Young Jews are portrayed not only 
aS gangsters in- industry but as real 
gangsters in the works of Irving Shul- 
mah, whose lurid novels, “ The 
Amboy Dukes” and “Cry Tough,” are 
masked as “ sociological.” Shulman’s 
central character is a weak-willed lad 
who slides into a life of crime after 
a Street-corner gang induction in 
Brookivn. Shulman ts at pains to 
show that his heros “nice Jewish 
family ~ is broken-hearted. For a 
time the lad is even attracted to a 


“nice Jewish girl ” and a job. Finally.- 


however, he accepts the gunman 
opportunities provided by a big Jewish 
boss-gangster, and leaves the girl and 
job to go off with a non-Jewish 
prostitute to run a gambling club, 

It would seem a trend. It is not 
that I have been at pains to single 
out those books which have a poten- 
tially. harmful effect, while omitting 
books of good effect. These five 
books are leading titles jn the 25-cent 


market. and | know of no others 
dealing dominantly with Jewish 
characters. This jis what is offered 
to the mass audience as a portraiture 
of Jews in America—by Jews, 

Why have these books become 
popular ? Is it not because they feed 
a latent antisemitic appetite’ They 
emphasise and ecxaggerate the very 
traits insisted upon in the mythology. 
Are the writers themselves not victims 
of the legendary prototype’ Have 
they not been led to stress these 
characteristics through their own 
hatred of them ” 

I do not propose any corrective 
measures; every form of censorship 
is repugnant. But | think that much 
will be gained when writers are 
taught to detect their own unconscious 
motives. I believe that some of us have 
not thought enough about the possible 
effects of what we produce, and also 
about the urges within ourselves that 


may be shaping our writing into 
forms other than those we. would 
freely desire. I believe that these 


books would have been written quite 
differently. and would have been 
better as literature. and certainly less 
dangerous as antisemitism, if their 
authors had more deeply cxamined 
their impulses. 


Antisemitic Prototypes 


These writers did not set out to 
produce antisemitic books. Indeed, 
their motives were the reverse. To 
expose, for self-correction. To make 
the Jews so aware of the antisemitic 


prototvpes among themselves that 
they would Clean them out. and 
thereby eliminate the material that 


antisemitism feeds upon. But a Jewish 
writer in a non-Jewish community 
must ask himself whether such a book 
may not do more harm than good. 

One writer, Arthur Miller, author 
of “ Death of a Salesman,” stated not 
long ago What he avoids portraying 
Jews for fear of providing such 
material. This too is wrong. We 
must strive to produce a total, healthy 
portrait of the Jew in modern life, a 
portran that will smother the mytho- 
logical portrait. Fagin and Shylock 
will recede, will be only minor figures 
in the cognisance of the Jew: they 
may be overshadowed by such figures 


as those of Einstein. of Mordecai 
Anilewitz, of young Israelis, or 
conscientious American Jews  por- 


traved in three dimensions. with their 
virtues as well as their faults. We 
cannot .suppress. Bul we can quite 
consciously add material that is more 
faithful to our own image.

Israel's outstanding problems in 

the economic and political fields ;

Four things have contributed to this 
smooth functioning of the melting- 

"The first of these is, almost 
paradoxically, the large number of 
different origins of the population. If 
that population had come from only 
two or three sources, and from two 
or three language groups, the divisions 
might have continued for a long time 
and remained sharp; but with such a 
variegated pattern of so many colours 
they all blend more easily into a single 


Secondly, the divisions might have 
been sharper if immigrants were left 
to fend for themselves. As it is, the

in and of merging into the general 
background. 

Thirdly, there are the children, who, 
like all other children, are the perfect 
mixers. And fourthly, there 1s, 
happily, a general sense of toleration. 
Everybody feels that “weve all got 
to muck in together as best we can.” 
and there is consequently 
sense of superiority felt by any group 
over the rest. On the contrary, each 
group learns to appreciate the virtues 
of the others : I found, for example, a 
general understanding among all 


. sections of the population of the value 


of the Anglo-Saxon group, not only 
in pioneering but also jn the public 
service, and especially in the Foreign 
Office. 

This is not to say that the immigra- 
tion brings in its train no problems 
at all. One very serious consequence 
of jit is a certain dilution of the quality 
of the population. I am not con- 
cerned with the dilution of physical 
quality, for while many of the immi- 
grants are old and sick, many others 
are young and hale ; and anyhow the 
passage of time will correct any tem- 
porary deterioration of the physical 
average. 

Training of Immigrants 

Nor am I concerned with the 
dilution of mental capacity, for 
while many of the immigrants are 
unlettered and unskilled, many others 
are susceptible to education and train- 
ing, and again the passage of time will 
correct any temporary deterioration of 
the mental average. 

What remains as a hard-core prob- 
lem is the lowering of the average 
standard of the population, not in 
respect of its physical qualities or 
mental attributes, but in respect of 
its idealism. The early Yishuv. was 


no great. 


built up by those who left their 
countries to come to Palestine, not 
because they had to, but because they 
wanted to. They were drawn to Zion 
not by the rigours of compulsion, but 


by the pull of an ideal. For them 
the Jewish National Home was not 
just a haven of refuge, accepted . 


because it was the only one open to 
them, but the one worthwhile place 
on earth. Many of them left com- 
fortable homes, pleasing environments, 
and promising careers, to hack a diffi- 
cult livelihood out of waterless scrub- 
land, finding their reward only in 
making their contribution to the 
realisation of their ideal. 


German- Austrian Aliya 


To a large extent this applied even 
to the German-Austrian aliya of the 
nineteen-thirties because, although 
that aliya consisted of refugees, very 
many of those who went to Palestine 
did so not as a last resort, but in 
preference to going to some other 
country. 

That is why the Yishuv developed 
the unmaterialistic civilisation of the 
Kibbutz ; and that is why the State 
of Israel, when it was formed, could 
perform prodigies. They could do 
those things because the country was 
inhabited not by a nation, but by the 
élite of a nation. It had only an 
aristocracy——an aristocracy chosen by 
the criterion of idealism and willing- 
ness for self-sacrifice. 

To that aristocracy is now being 
added a plebs. Outside the continuing 
Anglo-Saxon aliya, Israel, for many 
of the new immigrants, is just one 
mere place in which to live and from 
which to get a living. And many of 
them, having -had a rough time in the 
past, and having been brought to 


Isracl by some public agency. feel, 
like La Fontaine's. grasshopper, that 
the world owes them a living, and 


that the agency which brought them 
to Israel ought to provide them with 
a ready-made place in the sun 

Instead of the ambition for the 
Yishuvy which the old alivot had, 
these new immigrants have their own 
personal ambitions. Not for them 
the rigours of pioneering, or even the 
comparative comfort and perfect 
security, but ordered self-discipline, of 
the prosperous, established Kibbutz. 
They turn a deaf ear to the emissaries 
of the settled Kibbutzim who come 
to the transit camps looking for new 
people, and who offer each prospec- 
tive member a home. a livelihood, and 
a share tn a substantial capital hold- 
ing. Instead. they are content to sit 
in the discomfort of the Mua'ahara 
dreaming of the dav when they can 
get to Tel Aviv and start a business 
career that will eventually make them 
the Rockefellers of the East. And 
the danger is that that will lead to a 
substratum of the weaker immigrants 
being left to go out and people the 
countryside. 


Dangers of Success 


The sad fact is that nothing fails 
like success. Unlike their predeces- 
sors, the new immigrants, and the 
adolescem children of the old immi- 
grants, have to face neither the worst 
hardships of pioneering. nor the worst 
dangers of the Arab village next door, 
nor the pressure of an alien govern- 
ment and an alien occupying army. 
They find a ready-made Israel in 
which the hard conditions which chal- 
lenged and brought out the | best 
qualities of their-forebears have been 


made easier for them. Soft fare 
makes soft teeth.

JEWISH STUDENTS’ SURVEY 


To the Editor of THe Jewisu CHRonicle 


Sim.—We were interested to read the 
recent report of the survey of Jewrsh 
students by Mr. Raymond Baron, but we 
feel that his claim that it “ can be taken 
as representative of the Jewish student 
community ” is not substantiated. 

Our objection is based on the fact that 
there is generally a difference in outlook 
between members and non-members of 
Jewish societies. It is obvious that 
students more interested in Jewish affairs 
are much more likely to join their society 
than those who are less keen on such 
matters. 

In round numbers, the survey shows 
that of 3,000 students, 1,000 are members 
of a Jewish SOCICTY ; of 2.000 forms dis- 
tributed, 1,000 were returned. It would 
appear to us that society members would 
be more likely to return completed forms 
than non-members. If we assume an cqual 
number of replies from members and 
non-members and that all society mem- 


bers received a form. with the ratio of~ 


members to non-members in the student 
population being one to two, it is evident 
that the views of members are exerting a 
larger influence than they should do 
statistically. If we assume a reply ratio 
greater than unity (which is more 
probable) the effect of members’ views is 
even greater. 

We believe the survey to have been a 
useful and interesting one. But we do 
feel that a truer overall picture would 
have been given had the researchers 
divided the student population into these 
two groups and also separated students 
attending the ancient universities from 
other students. We believe that a division 
into the last two groups would have 


shown a wide divergence from the 
average.

We have always had a minisier until 
the last two years of the war, during 
which period he was in the R.A.F. 4s 
Chaplain and remained on our payro.l 
until May, 1947, when he resigned. 

The continuity of the classes remained 
under the guidance of our other official 
until two years ago, when they ceased 
in circumstances which # is not necessary 
to relate here. We endeavoured to fil 
the vacamt ministerial st, and six 
months ago were successful, since when 
the classes have been reorganised and are 
being well attended. 

Athough Bristol is described as a large 
cemtre, we have fewer than 120 Jewish 
families in this city, and this number, 
from records, seems to have been static 
for years. 

Our services on Sabbath mornings. as 
in other cities, have been poorly attended, 
but I am glad to say that since the advent 

our new minister there are signs that 
this falling off has been checked and our 
attendances are on the upgrade.

JEWISH AGENCY AND W.J.C. AGREEMENT _ 


Financial Provisions 
To the Editor of THe Jewisn CHRONICLE 


From Mr. WILLIAM FRANKEL 


Si.—Dr. Levenberg’s letter last week, 
on the subject of the Jewish Agency and 
the World Jewish Congress agreement 
goes into a number of questions, some 
of which are of academic imerest only. 

Coming to the financial side of the 
agreemem itself, it appears to me that 
he overlooks the fact that the Executive 
of the Jewish Agency is in a fiduciary 
position in relaiion to the funds u con- 
trols and, like other trustees, ts under a 
duy to dispose of those funds for the 
purpose for which they were obtained. 
An analogy from the business world 
would be the case where the chairman 
and managing director of a large public 
company has a brother-in-law who is a 
small shopkeeper. At the instance of the 


chairman and managing director the 
public company comes to an agreement 
with the en eeper that, in order to 
avoid “ duplication.” the latter should 


go out of business in return for a pen- 
sion from the company. Would such an 
agreement be capable of justification to 
the shareholders 

Levenberg tells the readers of 
THe Jewish (a) that the fund- 
raising provisions of the agreement 
do no apply ito the United States, 
Canada, and South Africa, and (b) that 
the idea behind it is to avoid duplication 
in fund-raising. He avoids stating

explicitly whether, as a resuk of this 
agreement, funds raised here by the 
J.P.A. will be turned over to the World 
Jewish Congress. Mr. Bakstansky, who 
similarly omuted a direct statement when 
speaking of the agreement at the Depu- 
ties, ‘would, I think. hesitate to -asseri 
that the separate fund-raising activities of

Sin.—The recent conference of the 
Inter-University Jewish Federation 
expressed the view that too few Jewish 
students took part in organised Jewish 
student activity. Since then [I have 
examined the extent to which the con- 
stituent local Jewish student societies and 
the Federation provide for the Jewish 
student community. 

The Statistical Survey of Jewish 
Students, about which vou published two 
articles, showed that last year some 2.200 
Jewish students were known personally 
at the universities of Great Britain and 
Ircland out of an estimated total of about 
3.000. Of these, however, only 1.100 were 
members of their local Jewish societies. 

It would appear, therefore. that many 
Jewish students do not participate in the 
activities of their societies. There are now 
Jewish student societies in almost every 
university in this country, several. having 
been recently founded, namely those at 
Southampton and Excter 

The societies provide lectures and dis- 
cussions on all Jewish subjects as well as 
varied social programmes. 

The Inter-University Jewish Federation 
provides, through us Education Depart- 
ment. schools in various parts of the 
country on subjects of Jewish interest, 
held over week-ends or im vacation. 

Recent schools have proved - highly 
successful in the educational field and 
have enabled students from al! parts of 
the country to meet one another. 

This year the Federation plans to con- 
tinue and extend its educational work, 
which fills a most valuable place in the 
Jewish education of the Jewish student. 
and will encourage as many students as 
possible to take part in the schools. 

Zionist activity has played an increas- 
ingly important part in the work of the 
Federation. In: conjunction .with Patwa 
the Federation encourages an interest in 
aliva and assists in preparing interested 
students for a career in Israel. 

I hope that this vear a larger number 
of students will participate im their local 
societies and in the activities of the 
Federation.

T. S. ELIOT AND THE JEWS 


To the Editor of THe Jewrsn 
From Mr. EMANUEL LITVINOFF 


Sin,— Although fully in agreement 
with Mr. Stephen Spe r that af attacks 
on Jews should not too 8 seriously 
regarded, I must point out that what Mr. 
Eliot has written about Jews cannot be 
accepted as legitimate criticism, but is 
clears evidence of an ideological anti- 
semitism. 

The poems to which I made particular 
reference in my own poem were not, as 
Mr. Spender says, written by “a 
youngster.” They were published when 
Mr. Eliot was in his thirties and, what 
is undoubtedly more significant, were 
reissued by him in 1948 in a highly selec- 
tive volume published as a Penguin. This 
justifies the conclus on that he wishes 
these poems to be considered as an 
imMegral part of his work. 

Mr. Eliot appears to treat the Jew as 
an archetype of corruption, and describes 
him in- terms of debased caricature, 
which I think are. unfortunately 
reminiscent of Der STUERMER. .. 

Eliot is a deliberate artist and his 

constamt depersonalisation of the Jew in 
his poems, the fact that the “ iew™ is 
“ spawned,” stares from “ protozoic 
shme,”’ “contracts” and withdraws 
like a serpent. is intended to make him 
appear verminous The twentieth cen- 
tury has taught us the terrible conse- 
quences of dehumanising man. and 
nenher the propagandist nor the artist 
can escape responsibility for having 
done so. 
_ But there is additional evidence of Mr 
Eliot's ideological aniisem:tism In a 
lecture delivered at the University of 
Virginia in 1933. when Hitler was assum- 
mg power, Ehot made the following 
pronouncement :

they have suffered. In most paris of 
Germany laws have been enacted under 
which restitution is being effected and 
compensation paid. Yet, compensation 
paid in Deutschemarks is only of limited 
value to the Jews living in this country. 
and they have the legitimate desire to 
have those Deutschemark accounts trans- 
ferred. 

lt has now become common knowledge 
that transfers from one country to 
another can only be made by the export 
of goods, and Jews in this country can 
only receive compensation in sterling if 
Germany is enabied to expon goods to 
the sterling area, If Jewish traders refuse 
to take a part in that business the busi- 
ness will be done by others, without 
necessarily reducing the volume of Ger- 
many s exports. 

One cannot at the same time achieve 
the transfer of compensation accounts 
and view with disapproval the develop- 
ment of German exports. The memory 
of the 6.000.000 Jews who were exter- 
minated by the Nazis will not be for- 
gotten, but their surviving brethren. may 
aisoO claim to be considered

“ The population should be homo- 
geneous ; where two or more cultures exist 
in the same place they are likely cither 
to be flercely self-conscious or both to 
become adultcrate. What is still more 
important is unity of religious back- 
ground; and reasons of race or religion 
combine to make any large number of 
freethinking Jews undesirable. .. . And 
a spirit of excessive tolerance is to be 
deprecated. 

This theme is too familiar and too 
uncompromisingly anti-Jewish to require 
further comment. 

Mr. Spender declares that Mr. Eliot 
merely used “some portraits of unsym- 
pathetic Jews as symbo!s for things we 
all dislike.” Ie should scarcely be neces- 
sary to point out that we live in an age 
when it is pernicious to use racial figures 
as archetypes of evil. To do so can only 
exacerbate those irrational prejudices 
that have been responsible for the recent 
European tragedy and for acts of 
violence agains other peoples who have 
been transformed into “™ hate-obiects.” 
The case of the Jew and the Negro is 
obvious, but there are other contem- 
porary eXampies 

lt is on the grounds given above that 
I wrote my poem to Eliot. I did not, as 
Mr. Spender seems to have concluded 
after hearing it read, class the poet with 
the people who commuted atrocities on 
Jews. There is a degree, however, to which 
we all share responsibility for the deci- 
mation of a people. and the responsibility 
of some is greater than others 

Elsewhere. Mr. Eliot has written: 
“ The poet is no more concerned with 
the social “consequences of his work than 
is the scientist in his laboratory.”

Dependence on Israeli Culture 


To the Editor of Tue Jewisu Crroniciu 


Sirn.—Professor Hersch, in his article 
“ The Place of the Diaspora,’ comes to 
some strange conclusions. As a leader of 
ihe now’ more or less defunct Bund. he 
maintains it is still possible to construct 
a vital Jewish galut culture within the 
sphere of the old Bundist programme of 
“ Cuhural autonomy.” However much 
we could have criticised the old pre-war 
Bund for its short-sighted programme of 
cultural autonomy, there was still in that 
Poland a mass Jewish population, living 
in close territorial proximity in ghettoes 
and ,semi-ghettoes and, what is more 
important, all speaking one distinct 
language 

(an anyone maintain that these con- 
ditions still apply to-day? Galut Jewry 
to-day is really dispersed among the 
surrounding population, speaking the 
language of that population and fast 
losing all positive national characteristics. 
Knowing intimately Anglo-Jewry and to 
a lesser exient American Jewry, it 1s 
farcical, Sir, to suggest that these Jewries 
can produce a living cukture or develop 
mio anything like Babylonian Jewry in 
ts hevday. 

The rapid incursion of assimilation, the 
decline of religious fecling among the 
community, the inexorable economic and 
social processes of modern society, all lead 
to the same theorctical as well as practical 
conclusion that Galut Jewry, while still 
existing, must look to Israel for ts 
cultural life and must orientate teself 
towards the Yishuv in Israel in this as in 
other directions. It is only through the 
spread of the modern and essentially 
secular Hebrew culture of Israel to-day 
that the Jewries of the West can survive 
as a cultural entity

Flowers from 
Israel 


EOPLE here may soon be walk- 

ing into florists shops in the 

depth of winter and asking for 
a bunch of Israchi gladjoli or sweet 
peas as castially as they now ask the 
fruiterer for some oranges“ Jaffas, 
of course.” Nor will the time be far 
distant when no Sabbath table will be 
complete without its vase filled with 
roses of Sharon flown to London 
overnight—that is if present plans 
mature to increase Israel's latest and 
most glamorous winter exports to this 
country. outdoor-grown spring and 
summer flowers. 

So much stress is laid these days 
on the econdémic value of reclaiming 
the desert areas of Israel that one ts 
apt to overlook the fact that the 
country is something of a floral para- 
dise since Biblical davs its wild 
flowers have been hamous As soon 
as the winter rains are over, Mount 
Gilboa is ablaze with myriads of wild 


cv\vclamen One of the sichts tn. the 


Sharon Valley in winter is the protu- 
sion of wild “ black iris.” so called 
because of their deep blue shade. Also 
growing wild in the .Sharon and in 
Upper Galilee are heavily perfumed 
wild narcissi As attractive as the 
wild anemones on Carmel! are the 
famed wid hvacinths near Kfar 
Gilead 
A New Industry 

The Israels love flowers and have 
greatly encouraged the horticultural 
industry by buying millions ot 
blooms. Now the growers aré anxious 
to develop the export side of the 
industry, and Mr. Shimon Friedman, 
Horticultural Director of T’nuva, who 
iS at present acting as the representa 
tive of all Israeli flower-growers, both 
co-operative and private, isin Europe 
to study markets and the most suitabie 
methods of packing. 

Ihe climate of Israel is so mild that 
certain flowers that can be grown here 
only ence a year. bloom out of doors 
there all the vear round. Gliadiol: 
and tuberoses are instances. These, 
in any case, are too large to be grown 
profitably under glass, and so have 
hitherto not been available here except 
for comparatively brief periods in the 
summer As for Israeli roses,. 
Friedman claims’ that, being grown 


out of doors, they are in colour, scent, 
and lasting quality far superior to 
blooms forced under glass. Some 
Israeli sweet peas which | had in late 
January retained their freshness and 
fragrance for a week. 

Already. as THe JewtsH CHRONICLE 
has reported. regular consignments of 
Isracli flowers are being flown to 
Covent Garden. Shipments are also 
being sent to Switzerland and 
America. These latter have affixed 
to them a silk “flash” or label bear- 
ing the words, in Hebrew and English, 


“Israeli flowers.” Many English 
buyers are eagerly inquiring for 
Israeli flowers. principally  gladioli, 


roses, sweet peas, iris, and anemones, 
for sale between November and 
March. Only the choicest blooms are 
sent, because of the high air freight 
chareges—the cost of sending a dozen 
gladioli spikes is about 8s. 

Another aim of the Flower Market- 
ing Board, which is tn process of being 
set up. is to develop an all-the-vear- 
round export trade gladiohis. 
daffodil. iris. and hvacinth bulbs : and 
plans are afoot for organising an 
exhibition of Israeli wild flowers tn 
London.

Jewish Cookery 


SEASONABLE PUDDINGS 
Apple Steffon 


Dripping or suet crust, apples, 
1+ ib.: currants, 1 oz.; chopped peel, 
1 oz.: balf a Jemon; margarine, | oz.; 
brown sugar, cinnamon. 

Spreap the margarine thick'y over the 
bottom and sides of a pudding basin, 
then sprinkle liberally with brown sugar 
and line with pastry. Peel, core, and cut 
up apples into small pieces and put half 
in the basin; then sprinkle over the 
chopped peel, currants, grated rind and 
juice of half a lemon, a pinch of cinna- 
mon, and sugar to taste; then add the 
rest of the apples and a iittle more 
sugar. Pour over half a teacupful of 
waiter and cover with crusi. Twist @ 
greased paper over the top and bake 
for about 1} hours in a moderate oven. 
Turn out on to a hot dish and serve. 


Coconut and Apple Layer Pudding 


Suet crust. apples, desic- 
cated coconut, 4 tablespoonfuls; golden 
svrup, 4 tablespoontuls. 

Peet and slice the apples: mix the 
coconut and syrup. Rol! out the pastry 
and cut into rounds the size of the basin 
Grease the basin and put a hitle syrup 
mixture at the bottom, then a layer of 
pastry, cover with apples and syrup and 
repeat the layers, having pasiry on top.

JEWISH BOXER IN GERMAN TEAM 
Wins Deciding Match 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Abram Rosenberg, the only Jewish 
member of the team of amateur German 
boxers who arrived in this country on 
Tuesday, won his bout in the contest 
with the Caius Club, Battersea,” on 
Wednesday and thus gave the visitors a 
victory of 3-2. 

Extra police were on guard at the Nine 
Elms Baths, Battersea, when the German 
team (the Hessischer Amateur Boxver- 
band) met the Caius Club. This was the 
first time that German boxers had com- 
peted in England since the end of the war. 

The police precautions were, however, 
unnecessary. The crowd of over 2,000, 
far from showing any resentment at the 
presence of a German team, seemed 
anxious to show complete impartiality as 
between the English and the Germans. 

When Rosenberg entered the ring the 
teams had won two bouts each and 
all depended on the last fighi. Rosenberg, 
whose opponent was J. Donaldson, won 
by a technical knock-out im the second 
round after boxing superbly against a 
heavicr and taller opponent, The referee 
stopped the fight after Donaldson had 
iaken three counts. 

A Vice-President of the Caius Club, Mr. 
Alex Woolfe. told me that he did not take 
the same view as another Jewish Vice- 
President. Mr. Goldberg, who had 
resigned in protest against the visit of the 
Germans. Nevertheless, he had declined 
to act as an MC. 


“Why I Joined German Club” 


By a Jewisu CHronicte Reporter 


Abram Rosenberg told me on his arrival 
here on Tuesday that he could not under- 
stand the opposition aroused by the 
announcement that a German team ol 
sportsmen was to Visit this country. for 
the first time since the war. 

As far as he was concerned. said 
Rosenberg, he had come here not as a 
representative of Germany, but as a 
member of his local sports. club, 
Fintracht. of Frankfort. He said that 
there were few young Jews in Germany 
and no Jewish sports clubs. Therefore. 
people like himself who were anxious to 
take part in sporting activities had to 
join non-Jewish clubs. Eintracht, which 
has been invited to send a football team 
to the United States, has several Jewish 
members, and before the Nazis came to 
power its membership was largely Jewish. 

The was no antisemitism in the club, 
added Rosenberg. He emphasised that 
most of the members, particularly in the 


boxing section, were of his own age and 
therefore could not be held responsible 
for crimes perpetrated by the Nazis. He 
had accepied without hesitation the invi- 
tation to represent the club in Britain, as 
he was anxious to meet old friends in this 
country, particularly in Glasgow, where 

was sent by the Refugee Commitice 
in 1945 alter his release from Buchen- 
wald conceniration camp. He belonged 
at one time to the Jewish Institute and 
Maccabi in Glasgow. Last year he visited 
Scotland in a private capacity and was 
asked at shost notice to fight the Scottish 
amatcur heavyweight champion, whom 
he knocked out in the first round. 

In 1948. Rosenberg was informed by 
the Red Cross that his father was alive in 
Germany, and he joined him there. He 
micnds eveniually to settle in the United 
States. 

Hie has also been selected by his club 
tO compete against teams in Italy and 
other European countries.

Music 
‘GERTRUDE HOLT 


That Jewish songs—and even Jewish 
songs in Hebrew and Spanish'—have an 
irresistible appeal to English Jewry when 
artistically, beautifully presented, was 
shown by the recital Gertrude Holt gave, 
with Sidney Crooke accompanying, last 
week to the Association of Jewish Ex-

BiINNY BLUME 


There were several encouraging features 
of Binny Blume’s playing in her recital 
at Wigmore Ha‘! on Sunday afternoon, 
and the discouraging aspects are such as 
can, with time and trouble, be largely 
eliminated. In choosing to play the 


“ Waldstein” sonata she made the all 
too common mistake of rushing the first 
movement, thus making it tend to be 
shapeless and blurring its sparkling pas- 
sages; the second movement, on the 
other hand, was taken so slowly as to 
come more than once to a hak. Kt is a 
pity the “ Waldstein” is 
regarded by pianists as a show-piece: |} 
is as full of thought as any of Beethoven's 
middle-period works. iss Blume was 
much better in César Franck’s “ Prelude, 
Choral and Fugue,” bringing oui its 
quasi-religious quality. In Schumann's 
“Des Abends” and in Rachmaninoff 
Preludes also she was excelicnt. She 
must avoid the tendency to be heavy- 
handed, and here perhaps a_ different 
piano would help matters. H.CS.

Luigi Infantino’s Appreciation 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Luigi Infamino, the Italian tenor, who 
recently returned from a tour of ; 
has come back full of enthusiasm for a 

copie who, even under the strain of 

iiding up a country in conditions of 
exireme austerity, yet find the time to be 
one of the most appreciative—and critical 
musical audiences in the world. In the 
course of a four weeks’ tour, Mr. Infan- 
tino appeared four times in Tel Aviv, 
each time to a crowded house: in no 
other city of comparable size, he believes, 
would this be possible 

Isracli hospitality Mr. Infamino found 
to be no less remarkable than Israch 
musical appreciation: on Friday evenings 
in particular their homes were open to 
Jew and non-Jew alike. This he thought, 
all the more praiseworthy in view of the 
ace shortage of food: Mr. Infantino 
(who. as I can testify, is no mean 
trencherman) could not find even enough 
tO satisly hem. 

t despite alimentary insufficiencies. it 
was a remarkable experience, which he ts 
‘to repeat towards the end of the year 
when he returns to Israel with other 
arusts from La Scala. Milan. He is 
loud in his admiration for the industry 
of the Israelis and the sacrifices they are 
prepared to make for the realisation of 
their great experiment. He met in a 
kibbutz a well-known woman pianist, her 
hands roughened and coarsened by long 
tou on the land. For her the piano is 
a thing of the past. A wasted talent ? 
Mr. Infantino, himself a musician. is 
prepared to admit that there may be 
even higher idea's

Coco THE CLOWN 
A Jew in the Circus 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Jewish old people who recently 
visited the circus at Olympia as the 
guests of Bertram Mills were delighted 
when Coco the Clown walked up to 
them, greeted them with a ee 
Shalom Aleichem, and chatted wit 
them in Yiddish. 

Coco, the principal clown of Bertram 
Mills’s circus, is a Jew of Russian 

rentage, whose real name is Nikolai 
olakovs. He told me in an interview 
that he was born in the tiny village of 
Besenkovic, near Dvinsk, Latvia, 51 years 
ago. One of his childhood memories 
was of his grandmother, who died at the 
age of 103, and who baked the most 
delicious lekech. His father, an Ortho- 
dox Jew, was a cobbler by day and 
a props manager in the local theaire at 
night. All the cast of the so-called 
Russian theatre spoke Yiddish, except 
the local policeman. The theatre was 
born in Coco, and Coco was literally 
born in the theatre—in one of the dress- 
ing rooms, 

Later the family moved to Dvinsk, 
where Coco played occasional child roles 
at the Russian and Yiddish theatres, 
either as a little boy or a little girl. 
In 1905, during the Russo-Japanese war, 
his father was called up and sent to the 
front. 


Breadwinner at Five 


One Friday evening, while his father 
was away. Coco, then aged five, watched 
his mother preparing for the Shabbat. 
The tablecloth was spread and the candles 
were lit, there were eight hungry mouths 
to feed. and no food in the house. Coco 
slipped out into the street and went to 
a Turkish café, where he begged the 
proprietor for a job. Asked what he 
could do, he replied that he could sing. 

‘Very well, then,” gaid the proprictor. 
“ give you an audnion.” hile Coco 
was singing two Russian officers walked 


Coco in his clown'’s costume 


in and were so delighted with the htile 
fellow’s performance that they asked him 
to come and sing in their mess. Coco 
was whisked away in a droshky, and 
duly gave hig first concert e was 
rewarded with 32 kopeks and six pasirics. 

From that time onwards Coco 
appeared regularly in comic parts in the 
Russian and Yiddish. theatres, and. at 
circuses. While appearing in a famous 
circus in Berlin he was discovered by 
the late Bertram Mills, who persuaded 
him to come and work for him in Eng- 
land. He arrived here in 1929 and has 
been working for Bertram Malls ever 
since. 

Coco has six children, and lives in his 
caravan at Ascot most of the year. 
Bertram Mills gives him special permis- 
sion to be absent on Rosh Hashana and 
Yom Kippur. 

Incidentally. he told me that his Jewish 
partner in Berhin, Bernado, under the 
name of Boris is now in charge of the 
only circus in Israel. 

When he was still in the army at Riga 
Coco fell in love wih a girl whose 
parems were non-Jewish, but who had 
assisted many Jews by giving them 
asylum from Tsarist terrorism. Coco's 
parems frowned on the match. One day 
he visted the girl's parents to ask if he 
could take their daughter, Valentine, to 
the cinema. The girl replied: “M 
name is no longer Valentine, K is 
Rochel.”” She had adopted Judaism and 
had received a certificate from Rabbi Dr. 
Sacks after completing her course of 
training.

the rights and freedoms u proclaimed. 
I: also suggested that provisions be 
devised for the examination of petitions 
from individuals and organisations on 
alleged violations of human rights. 
Ahhough the resolution was miroduced 
in the Council by Pakistan and Uruguay, 
m originated from an Israch proposal 


submitted recently to the General Assem- 
bly’s Social Committee. Israel is not, 
however, a member of Ecosoc, and could 
not put forward its motion direct to the 
Council. 

The Council has also decided to 
instruct the U.N. Secretaryeneral to 
ask member-States to submit their views 
by November | on methods to eliminate 
Satelessness.

JEWISH CLAIMS AGAINST GERMANY 


Israel to Send New Note to Allies

JERUSALEM 

The Israeli Government is to send a 
further Note to the four Occupation 
Powers in Germany setting forth Jewish 
claims for reparations. It is considered 
likely im official circles here that the 
matter will be included on the agenda 
of the four-Power conference in Paris. 

Dr. Nahum Goldmann, Chairman of 
the American branch of the Jewish 
Agency. is discussing the matter here with 
members of the Isracli Government. He 
has suggested that, while direct contact 
between the Isracli and German Govern- 
ments is undesirable, negotiations might 
be conducted through international 
Jewish organisations. 

Dr. Goldmann stated at a press con- 
ference here that he had been assured 
by Mr. McCloy. the U.S. High Com- 
missioner in Germany, that Jowish 


organisations would be consulted on 
reparation matters, so that adequaic 
clauses might be included in the con- 
tractual agreement to be made between 
the Occupation Powers and the Weuw 
German Federal Republic. 

In conclusion Dr. Goldmann sug- 
gested that the status of the Jewish 
Agency should be legally regulated by 
the Knesset and not by agreement wich 
the Israeli Government. Jewish
